Damaged Portion of Sturtevant 
Trail to be Put Out of Reach 
of Storm Water 

Work of rebuilding that portion of 
the Sturtevant Trail which follows the 
bed of the Big Santa Anita Canyon 
and putting It on the west side of the 
canyon above tlie reach of storm wa¬ 
ters Is now under way. The work is 
done under direction of Forest Super¬ 
visor Charlton and tlie estimated cost 
is $600. Of this amount $400 will be 
provided by the forest service and the 
remainder will be made up by J. M. 
Heard, proprietor of Sturtevant’s camp, 
and individual owners of cabins in the 
Big Santa Anita. 

To secure quick action from the for¬ 
est service after the big storm had put 
a considerable portion of the trail out 
of commission, Mr. Beard agreed to 
undertake the raising of the necessary 
$200 to supplement the government 
contribution. He subscribed $50. agreed 
to do all the packing of supplies for 
the work, and advanced the cash for 
beginning work. He then started out 
to reach others who might be inter¬ 
ested in the project, chiefly the own¬ 
ers of private cabins in the canyon who 
have use for the trail. Many of these 
have subscribed lint there are many 
to lie heard from and a considerable 
amount yet to be provided. 

Improvements to the trail will in¬ 
clude the elimination of about fifteen ! 
crossings of the stream and the route 
will he kept to the west side of the 
canyon, well above the reach of winter 
floods. Much rock will have to be 
blasted away to make this route pos¬ 
sible.

: than over the Main street route. Re- 
j lief of the Main street congestion af¬ 
fords some satisfaction to the commu¬ 
ters but there has been no increase in 
the seating capacity of the Sierra 
Madre cars and no diminution in the 
j number of commuters Mho are com- 
i i eUed to stand daily. 


FILIPINO FREEDOM. 

I hope and assume that the 
present administration Is merely 
making itself acquainted with 
the situation When It gets the 
facts I have not the slightest 
doubt that It will see Its duty as 
we have seen it who have been 
there. This Is to encourage the 
Filipinos to take as active a part 
In the government as It Is safe 
to have them take, but to retain 
a controlling hand while they 
are in their tutelage, while they 
are learning political self re¬ 
straint 

It will take certainly two gen¬ 
erations. perhaps longer, for 
them to do this, and for us to 
promise within any definite time 
to give them Independence Is 
very foolish. It would be a fail¬ 
ure In duty to them. It would be 
a failure on our part In main¬ 
taining the self respect that we 
ought to have In discharging a 
responsibility that has come to 
us under clrcumstnuces we could 
not control and which we are 
quite able to die hnrge with com¬ 
paratively small effort. We shall 
make a serious mistake if we fol¬ 
low the eloquence of the smooth 
spoken Filipino politicians who 
are looking hungrily for the ex¬ 
ercise of a power which they are 
III adapted to wield for the bene¬ 
fit of their own people.—William

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County Forester Responds to 
Appeal for Trees Along the 
Foothill Boulevard 

As a result of the activities of mem¬ 
bers of the Woman’s Club and of the 
resolution adopted at the Board of 
Trade banquet last week the destruc¬ 
tion of trees along the Foothill Boule¬ 
vard betwen Sierra Madre and La- 
manda Park has been stopped. Mmes. 
\V. J. Lawless and E. W. Camp called 
upon County Forester Flintham with a 
petition embodying the resolution 
adopted at the banquet and with the 
signatures of Woman's Club officers 
and laid the matter before him. Their 
reception was courteous and in marked 
| contrast to the arbitrary position which 
] they had been led to expect. He ex¬ 
plained the policy of the county for¬ 
estry commission in removing trees 
i from the county roadsides where uni¬ 
form planting was contemplated, and 
said that no protest had been offered 
j to the plan. If there Mas any opposi- 
| tion, he said, the removal of the eu- 
! eaiyptus trees in question would be 
; stopped at once. By the time the la- 
. dies returned to Sierra Madre the gang 
1 of men Mho had been at work in the 
morning had ceased under orders from 
j the courthouse. 

FREE SEED DISTRIBUTION 

Through the courtesy of Congress- 
. man Charles \Y Beil the News has re-

tuft and calendula seeds. In one vege¬ 
table package are peas, lettuce, musk- 
melon, onion and radish seeds, and in 
the other beans, beets, lettuce, onions 
and radishes.

ORDINANCE NO. 180 

Ordinance of the Board of Truetees 
of the City of Sierra Madre Calling 
an Election to be Held in Said City 
of Sierra Madre on Monday the 13th 
Day of April, 1914, for the Election 
of Certain Officera of Said City: To 
Submit to the Qualified Electors the 
Propoeition of Whether or Not the 
Office of the City Clerk Shall be an 
Appointive Office: To Submit to the 
Qualified Electors the Proposition of 
Whether or Not the Office of the 
City Treasurer Shall be an Appoint¬ 
ive Office: Establishing Election 
Precinct: Appointing Election Offi¬ 
cera, Fixing .Their Compensation and 
Designating the Polling Place For 
Same. 

The Board of Trustees of the City 
of Sierra Madre do ordain as follows: 

SECTION 1. That pursuant to the 
provision of an act of the Legislature 
of ttie State of California, approved 
March 13, 1883, entitled "An Act To 
Provide for the Organization, Incor¬ 
poration and Government of Munici¬ 
pal Corporations,” and acts amenda¬ 
tory or supplemental thereto, the Board 
of Trustees hereby fixes Monday, the 
13th day of April 1914, for the day 
of holding a general municipal elec¬ 
tion, and an election is hereby called 
to be held In said City of Sierra Madre 
on said day, for the following purposes, 
to-wlt: 

For the election of three (3) mem¬ 
bers of tlie Board of Trustees of said 
City to hold office for the, period of 
four yeurs from and after the Monday 
next succeeding the day of such elec¬ 
tion. 

For the election of a City Clerk. 

For the election of a City Treasurer. 
To submit to the quulilled electors 
of suid City the question of whether 
or not the office of the City Clerk 
shall be made appointive. 

To submit to the qualified electors 
of said City the question of whether 
or not the office of City Treasurer 
shall be appointive. 

SECTION 2. That for the purpose | 
of holding of said election the whole of; 
said City of Sierra Madre is hereby 
precincted into one election precinct 
to be kno\Vn as Sierra Madre Pre¬ 
cinct No. 1, the boundaries of which 
precinct are co-extensIve with the cor¬ 
porate limits of the City of Sierra 
Madre. 

SECTION 3. The City Hall of the 
City of Sierra Madre is hereby ilxed as 
the polling place for such election. 

SECTION 4. The following quali¬ 
fied electors of the City of Sierra 
Madre are appointed electloi* officers 
for such election, towlt: 

Judges: Greer CaHkey, Democrat; 

R. A. Adams, Republican. 

Inspectors: S. R. Norris, Democrat; 

E. N. Mead. Republican. 

Clerks; J. A. Kramer, Democrat;. 
H. H. Stetnberger, Republican. 

SECTION 6. The compensation of 
said election officers for all services 
to be rendered by them as such, Is 
hereby fixed at the sum of Five $(B.OO) 
Dollars, each to be paid by warrants 
drawn on the Treasurer of the City of 
Sierra Madre and paid in the same 
manner that other warrants are paid. 

SECTION 6. That the polls for 
such election shall be opened at 6 
o'clock in the morning of April 13. 
1914, and shall remain open until 7 
o’clock In the afternoon of the same 
day, when the polls shall be closed. 

SECTION 7. That in all particu¬ 
lars not recited In this ordinance, said 
election shall he held in accordance 
witli the general election laws of the 
State of California, so far as they are 
applicable to municipalities of the 6th 

'sECTlON 8. The City Clerk or the 
City of Sierra Madre shall cause notice 
of said election to be published two 
successive weeks prior to said election | 
In the Sierra Madre News, a Weekly
